The board of directors of the 
county water district spent two 
and one-half hours today studying 
the modified plan for an Orange 
county water program, and were 
to present the program to the 
board of supervisors this after¬ 
noon. 

C. A. Palmer, seeretary of the 
water district board, said the 
board would present the program 
to the supervisors, but that the 
board had neither approved or dis¬ 
approved the plan. 

Executive S< ssion 

The program was drawn up by 
C. Roy Browning, engineer for the 
Irvine company and a member of 
the water district board, and by 
F. C. Flnkle, San Bernardino en¬ 
gineer. The water board’s ses¬ 
sion today was an executive one, 
in which each member studied and 
discussed the modified plan for a 
water program. 

A further meeting of the board 
was expected this afternoon be¬ 
fore the plan was presented to the 
supervisors. 

No Information Released 

No information was released as 
to the contents of the report on 
the modified plan, Those who 
have been watching developments 
expect it to suggest a lower dam 
at the Prado site on the Santa 
Ana river and to eliminate dams 
on the Trabuco and Aliso creeks, 
which were provided in the Elliott 
plan, defeated at the Oct. 4 bond 
election. 

A federal grant of 56,574,000 is 
available for a water program in 
Orange county. On Oct. 4 the 
voters defeated a bond proposal 
for $6,620,000 to match this money, 
which will now be available until 
Dec. 20. No information has been 
received officially as to whether 
the grant will be available for a 
modified plan. 
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AT THE FRONT WITH THE 
ITALIAN ARMY, Nov. .V— 
Rains and the Italian high com¬ 
mand’s desire to keep its plan 
of advance intact have caused 
Italy's columns to bivouac tem¬ 
porarily, hut the officers are 
confident they will sweep into 
Makale by Friday. 


In the event of a considerable 
windfall of citrus fruit as a re¬ 
sult of the Florida hurricane, 
shipments from that state would 
be cut down and the market price 
of oranges would tend to go up.

Associated Press reports to¬ 
day said that already damage 
estimated at $500,000 had been 
caused to the citrus area around 
Redlands, Fla. 

If the storm should sweep 
northward, Mr. Wahlberg said. 
It would result in more serious 
damage to the citrus crop. The 
greater portion of the citrus 
area in Florida are. north of the 
hurricane area. The main citrus 
region lies between Tampa on 
the northwest and the Indian 
river district in the northeast. 


Reports of intimidation of or¬ 
ange pickers by strikers continued 
today, and women joined the pick¬ 
ets in three locations. 

Some strikers were returning to 
work and other pickers were quit¬ 
ting. it was reported by Stuart 
Strathman, growers’ representa¬ 
tive Yesterday afternoon an agree¬ 
ment was reached between pick¬ 
ers and the Villa Park Orchards 
association, and a large 
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ASMARA, Eritrea, Nov. 5 A 
two-day halt in the advance of the

On Makale Heights 

The Italian a’^ar e, slogging 
through mud and water, had oc¬ 
cupied the heights commanding 
the rich plain of Makale, immedi¬ 
ate objective of the present drive. 
While the advance column forged 
ahead within striking distance of 
the city of Makale, Gen. Pietro 
Maravigna’s right wing swerved 
abruptly to the west to rid the 
region of any lingering Ethiopian 
forces. 

This mopping up operation 
cleared out for Italy the last of 
the vast frontier region between 
the former Ethiopia-Eritrea bor¬ 
der and the Takkaze river, about 
50 miles beyond the old frontier in 
the direction of Lake Tana. 

Announce Occupation 

An official communique an¬ 
nounced occupation of the entire 
Ethiopian area south as far as 
the limits of Wogoro, beyond Don- 
golo, only some 15 miles before 
Makale. 

Italian officers said three col¬ 
umns of the advancing force, 120,- 
000 strong, probably would be 
united in the treeless region about 
Agula, in the area 15 miles north¬ 
east of Makale, for the final push 
on that city.

MIAMI, Fla., Nov. 5. (A*) — In

TVJEW YORK. Nov. 5. (API Jimmy Walker, erstwhile ringmaster of 
^ ’ New York's political circus, returns from his three-year period of 
voluntary exile to find a different New York. 

Jimmy’s personal version of “Return of the Native” is being 
played under the "big top" that once was his, but it is now so changed 
that he scarcely can recognize it. 

In the star's dressing room, where Jimmy’s own spangles hung, 
is Fiorello LaGuardia, whom Jimmy defeated in 1929 by 497,165 votes 
A1 Smith, always his idol, is no longer actively in politics. John F. 
Curry, Tammany boss, has been stripped of power. Grover Whalen, 
Jimmy's pal and favorite ’’front man," is pursuing private enterprises. 
And Hector Fuller, scroll writer, is dead, a suicide. 

He returns, now that the government is no longer Interested in 
what (as mayor) he did with his private income, to take up the pri¬ 
vate practice of law which politics interrupted 25 years ago, in 1910, 
when the 29-year-old son of a Tammany district leader was elected 
to the assembly. Two years later he was married to Janet Allen.

The complaint alleges that in 
1930 the Alexandria Hotel cor¬ 
poration transferred the hotel 
property to the Santa Ysabel Land 
company of which Mr. Chapman 
owned all stock. Later, it is al¬ 
leged, the Fullerton man trans¬ 
ferred approximately 75 per cent 
of the stock to fictitious persons.

Event, Dec. 5 


Refrigerator and Three 
Ranees Among Awards 
for Three Days 


The city council last night de¬ 
cided to chisel $4 22ft off the 
$18,000 amount the city provided 
for the construction of the Bowers 
memorial museum. The slashing 
will be done by selling 12 Mid- 
State Horticultural Company 
bonds for $4200 and five shares of 
Garden Land Company stock for 
$25. 

The Bowers museum was con¬ 
structed with funds left to the 
city by the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles W. Bowers. During the 
depression, however, the market 
value of many securities dropped 
and the proceeds of the estate 
were cut down. The city put up 
$18,000 to complete the museum. 

Sale of the bonds and stock was 
recommended last night by City 
Attorney L. W. Blodget, who said 
that recently they had acquired 
some market value. 

Mr. Blodgett said the trust de¬ 
partment of the First National 
Bank of Santa Ana had recom¬ 
mended the sale. It has admin¬ 
istered the trust in which the city 
is a beneficiary. Mr. Blodget re¬ 
called that the trust department 
of the First National Bank of 
Santa Ana had turned in its char¬ 
ter following the creation of tha 
First National Bank in Santa Ana, 
its successor. The latter bank, he 
said, does not wish to take over 
the trust containing valueless se¬ 
curities. It is expected that the 
museum board of directors may be 
asked to take over the trust so 
that legal title to it may be vested 
in the board.

Councilman Smith And 
City Engineer Clash 
Over Hiring Help 

Still fighting the South Main 
street widening project on several 
scores. Councilman Joseph P. 
Smith at last night’s city council 
meeting questioned the right of 
City Engineer J. L. McBride to 
employ help in securing rights of 
wav for the street expansion. Mr. 
M< Bride’s ire rose. 

He said he had employed two 
men at $6 per day and that if he 
had exceeded his authority he 
would pay their salaries out of his 
own pocket. Councilmen Ernest 
Layton and William Penn support¬ 
er! his action and contended pas¬ 
sage of a resolution authorizing 
him to secure the right of way 
empowered him to employ help in 
doing the job. 

Mr. Smith argued that the reso¬ 
lution did not include authority 
to hire men and demanded to know 
who had been employed. Mr. 
McBride said he had hired J. C. 
Metzgar and A. M. McDermott 
for this work. He reported also 
that he had authorized drawing of 
plans for cutting bock several 
buildings which will have to be 
moved and expects to have bids on 
the work next week. 

Question Dropped 
When appealed to for an opin¬ 
ion. City Attorney I,. W. Blodget 
said he was inclined to believe Mr. 
McBride did have the authority to 
employ help unless it appeared the 
council was divided on the matter. 
Finally the question was dropped 
with no action taken, after Mr. 
Layton had suggested a vote of 
confidence in Mr. McBride and the 
latter had said he preferred not 
to have it. 

Mr. Smith began the discussion 
by attacking the minutes of the 
council meeting at which the 
widening project was authorized. 
He objected because the resolu¬ 
tions authorizing the project were 
not written into the minutes. 
This matter was dropped after Mr. 
Layton contended that the resolu¬ 
tions were incorpora tod by refer¬ 
ence. Mr. Smith said his reason 
for objecting was that he wanted 
to be sure the city had not com¬ 
mitted itself to additional widen¬ 
ing if the state decides on such a 
move later. Mi-. Blodget explained 
that the resolutions committed the 
city only to widening the west 
Bide of Main street between Delhi 
road and Fairview avenue. 

Objects to Deeds 
Mr. Smith also objected to ac¬ 
cepting 25 deeds representing 
parts of 39 lots and three pieces 
of acreage given to the city for 
the right of way He said the quit 
claim deeds should go to a title 
company and be held there pend¬ 
ing receipt of all necessary prop¬ 
erty. He also contended that the 
title company should certify the 
titles. Mr. McBride produced a 
title company report which he 
said already recommended accept¬ 
ance of the deeds. They were ac¬ 
cepted. with Mr. Smith voting and 
Mayor Fred Rowland not voting 
South Main street is to be 
widened by the state, using a $32,- 
000 federal grant and about $15,- 
542 from the city's first one-quar- j 
ter cent allocation of state gaso- 
line tax funds. This money may 
be spent only on state highways 
within the city.
